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In response to the June 17, 2004 Office Communication, and the February 25, 2004 
Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Species B, the second preferred embodiment (Figure 
13), claims 29-36 and method claims 37-46, drawn to an in-plane switching liquid crystal 
display device and method wherein the outermost common electrode and the data line are on 
different layers and wherein a portion of the outermost common electrode overlaps the data line 
such that no black matrix is required. 

Applicant respectfully notes claims 1-28 were cancelled in the First Preliminary 
Amendment filed August 29, 2003. Accordingly, claims 29-47 remain pending in the present 
application and were thus constructively elected in Applicant's response filed on March 25, 



An action on the merits of claims 29-47 and a Notice of Allowance thereof are 
respectfully requested.
